“The Russian revolution with its 
principle of peace without ennexa- 
tions or indemnities was greeted as 
the dawn of peace.

Wholesale Murder Reported from Petro-| 


grad—Sell Victims’ Hair. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 


ONDON, Dec. 13.--In @ long re- 
view of the Russian situation, 

the Petrograd correspondent of 

the Post saya there is ne prospect of 
peaceful settlement and that hence- 
forth force must decide everything. 
The secret of the successes through- 
out the country of the Bolsheviki, he 
writes, ig that they represent the iron 
hand. What is behind them is as 
yet undisclosed but among the influ- 
ential members of their organiza- 
tion are men who are prominent in 
the secret political police of the em- 
pire which once ruled Russia.

Mr. Merfitt stated that the. set- 
tlement will cause the 1918 crop to 
approximate that of 1917. The 
terms of settlement, he announced, 
were as follows: The farmers to 
get $7.50 a ton for beets of 15 per 
cent. sugar confent, a 60-cent a ton 
ativance for each per cent. over that 
basis, and a further bonus of 50
